On the 15th August, 1980 there was apprehension of com- 
munal trouble in Baliimaran area of Delhi. On receipt of 
information that trouble was brewing up there, a platoon of 
Central Reserve Police Force was rushed to the area at about 
1230 hours. On reaching there it was found that the Addi- 
tional Commissioner of Police, Delhi, and other Police per- 
sonnel of Delhi had already reached the place and that the 
Station House Officer of Police Station Jama Masjid had 
been injured due to pelting of stones by the mob and that 
some personnel of Delhi Police had been encircled by the 
mob. Seeing this, Shri Om Prakash, Head Constable, nlong- 
with Sbri Shankar Lai, Sub-Inspector, rushed into the mob 
and physically picked up the Station House Officer and 
brought him out of the mob on his back. He also made an- 
other attempt and rescued one Head Constable and an in- 
jured constable of Delhi Police from the clutches of the 
violent mob. It was then learnt that the Wireless Operator 
attached to the Assistant Commissioner of Police was not 
traceable and had been taken away by the mob. Shri Om 
Prakash alongwith Shri Shankar Lai, Sub-Inspector, and three 
Constables saved the entrapped W. T. Operator also, tn dis- 
regard of his personal safety, he physically lifted the injured, 
WT Operator and brought him back to safety. On the orders 
of the Additional Commissioner of Police, three rounds were 
fired at the mob but when the mob did not disperse, the 
Additional Commissioner of Police ordered th - Central 
Reserve Police Force to fire again. As a result of the second 
firing, the situation improved a little. The Additional Com- 
missioner of Police then moved towards Chawri Bazar with 
Shri Om Prakash as an escort. Due to various deployments, 
Police strength in the area dwindled. Shri Om Prakash then 
volunteered to rush to Chandni Chowk all alone to bring re- 
inforcement for Jama Masjid. On the way he noticed a fire 
tender being mobbed by the agitated rioters who had even 
opened the water taps to render the tender ineffective. Un- 
mindful of the consequences, Shri Om Prakash single- 
handedly closed the pipes and managed the vehicle to move 
to the place where fire tackling was required. 

Shri Om Prakash thus exhibited conspicuous gallantry, 
exceptional courage and devotion to duty of a very high 
order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 15th August, 1980, at about 1430 hours, a message 
was received by the Headquarters of 11 Battalion, Central 
Reserve Police Force, that communal trouble had broken out 
in the area of Hauz Qazi Police Station of Delhi, On 
receipt of the information, Shri Ravi Kumar, Assistant Com- 
mandant, alongwith Deputy Superintendent of Police and 
available constable rushed to the spot to supplement two 
sections of Central Reserve Police Force which were already 
deployed there. He rushed to Baradari-Jogiwara-Ballimaran 
Junction by a short-cut. On reaching there, he found that a 
violent mob had set ablaze some houses and shops. Central 
Reserve Police Force section had been deployed at roof-tops 
on Jogiwara-Ballimaran side. Shri Ravi Kumar physically 
intervened and with the help of Central Reserve Police Force 
personnel pushed the mob to a distance of 80 yards in order 
to prevent them from setting fire to any more shops. Without 
caring for his personal safety he also undertook extinguishing 
of the fire in a house with the help of some civilians. He 
sustained burn injuries on his right hand. In the meantime, 
another flurious mob was seen advancing from Chandni 
Chowk to Baliimaran. They were indulging in heavy brick- 
batting. Realising the menace of the moh, Shri Ravi Kumar 
rushed, towards the mob. He was hit by stones from the 
house-tops.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On the 1 5th August, 1980, after the prayers were over in, 
Jama Masjid and the people started leaving the mosque, a 
group of people Btarted shouting religious and anti-police 
slogans in view. of happenings in Moradabad, They marched 
towards Chawri Bazar, While they were passing through 
Chawri Bazar, a group of local shop-keepers also assembled 
and both the groups came in confrontation and challenged 
each other. They soon resorted to brick-batting. On receipt 
of this. information, Shri Mauji Khan along with the Deputy 
Commissioner of Police and Assistant Commissioner of Police 
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rushed to Chawri Bazar. Some persons threw brick-bats 
from roof-tops to stop the Police party. Sensing that if the 
two groups were allowed to come closer, it would result in 
bloodshed, the Deputy Commissioner of Police, Assistant 
Comm'ssioner of Police and Shri Mauji Khar) tried to reason 
and contain the crowd, The police party swung into action 
and iired tear-gas shells. The mob melted a little but re- 
grouped themselves and tried to attack the policemen. In 
the mean-time, another mob appeared from Gali Gulyan 
side but the Police party pushed that group back. The riotous 
mob then tried to set a gas cylinder on fire which was lying 
on the road side but Shri Mauji Khan facing heavy brick- 
batting and missiles and in disregard of his personal safety 
saved the cylinder from exploding. They also stopped the 
mob from causing fire to more shops and damaging life and 
property of the people. 

A group of people coming from Jama Masjid had a clash 
in Ballimaran area. On hearing about the clash, the Deputy 
Commissioner of Police of the area along with the Assistant 
Commissioner of Police and the Station House Officer, Hauz 
Qazi with a small police party rushed to Ballimaran. The 
Police party placed themselves between two warring groups. 
Despite tear-gassing, the crowds on both the sides started 
swelling and , within a few minutes started throwing stones, 
soda water booties, acid bottles, etc. The members of the two 
groups got oh to the roof-tops. The Police party advanced 
towards North to control the crowd, but they started throw- 
ing stones, brick bats, soda water and acid bottles on them 
and even indulged in firing. The Police party called for re- 
inforcements. They had also to resort to firing. Shri Anna- 
durai and Shri R. N. Tyagi who had been badly trapped and 
had received serious injuries got separated. But in disregard 
of numerically large violent crowd, they continued battling 
with them and succeeded in controlling a sizeable crowd at 
the risk of their lives. The police party had to fire in order 
to rescue these two brave constables.

In the 
process even the wireless set with the Police party was smash- 
ed to pieces.

RESOLUTION 

No. F-23012(133)/80-MVT. — The Indian Bureau of Mines 
was formed in March, 1948 in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Mineral Policy Conference held in 
January, 1947. The Bureau started functioning as an advisory 
body to the Government but consequent on the enactment of 
the Minos and .Minerals (Regulation and Development) Act, 
1948, the Government of India added to the functions of the 
Indian Bureau of Mines by their notification No. M-IT/150 
(T25) dated 19th August, 1950. These included inspection 
of mines for ensuring conservation of minerals, conducting 
research on mineral beneficlntion and mining problems, col- 
lection and publication of statistics relating to mines and 
minerals, publication of bulletins and monographs relating to 
the mining and mineral industry, assisting the mineral trade 
in the marketing of minerals, and advising the Central and 
State Governments on the development and utilisation of 
mineral resources. In 1953, bv notification No. MII-150/ 
(221) dated 27th February 1953 the Bureau was entrusted 
with one more function namely exploration of mineral depo- 
sits. Later, however, the activity concerning prospecting for 
coal was transfeired to- National Coal Development Corpora- 
tion and the activities of prospecting, drilling for and mining 
of non-coal minerals were also transferred to the Geological 
Survey of Tndia. 

2. In 1966 a Committee was set up by Government to 
review the organisation of Indian Bureau of Mines and its 
functions, Pursuant to the recommendations made by this 
Committee, the Charter of functions of the Bureau was revis- 
ed and notified in resolution No. 20(6)/68-MlII dated 20th 
June 1968. This resolution elaborated the earlier functions 
and also added two new functions, namely to provide techni- 
cal services to the mining industry and to prepare mineral 
maps leading to an inventory of mineral resources, 

3. Considering the still expanding scope of functions 
assigned to the Bureau, Government constituted a Committee 
vide order No. F-23012(45)/77-MVI dated 12th October, 
1977 to study the organisation and structure of the Bureau 
and suggest suitable improvements with a view to fulfill the 
objectives and functions of the organisation. The Committee 
made a number of recommendations, some of which involve 
increasing the field of operation of the Indian Bureau of 
Mines to deal with matters such as sea bed mining, environ- 
mental and pollution control, reclamation of land after min- 
ing operations to make it useful for habitation, cultivation, 
afforestation or water storage etc., imparting of training to 
persons from the Industry and inspection of benefleiation and 
metallurgical plants and mineral-based industries- with a view 
to onforcc conservation of minerals. These matters are not 
included in the present charter of functions of the Indian 
Bureau of Mines. 

4. Government have considered the recommendations and 
have decided that in order to enable the Indian Bureau of. 
Mines to undertake the additional responsibilities and to play 
a more significant role in the national economy, the functions 
of the Bureau should be 

Charter of Functions of Indian Bureau of Mines 

1. fa) Enforcing conservation and systematic development 
of mineral resources through inspection of mines, 
heueficiation plants, and mineral-based industries; 
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(b) Conducting geological, mining, bencfiviation and 
other related techno-economic field studies and 
applied research on mining geological problems, 

2. Conducting studies on environmental protection and 
ollution control in regard to the mining and mineral bene- 
ciation operations. 

3. Preparation of mineral maps and the inventory of mine- 
ral resources of India. 

4. Providing technical consultancy services on suitable 
terms within the country and abroad in connection with : 

(i) apparisal and exploitation of mineral deposits in- 
cluding ore dressing investigations and analysis of 
ores and minerals and preparation of feasibility 
reports and detailed project reports of mines/ore- 
dressing projects, 

(ii) improving efficiencies and reducing operation costs, 

(iii) market surveys, 

(iv) financial analysis of capital requirements, and 

(v) matters related to any of the functions enunciated 
in this charter. 

5. Conducting under tho departmental programme testing 
and analysis of ores and minerals, mineral benefleiation and 
related technological studies on samples obtained from land 
and sea; research on fundamental aspects of mineral beneficia- 
tion. 

6. Collection processing and storage of data on mines, 
minerals and mineral-based industries, collection and main- 
tenance of world mineral intelligence, foreign mineral legis- 
lation and other related matters. 

7. Publication of bulletins, monographs, information cir- 
culars and reports of investigations relating to mining, mineral 
benoficiation and mineral-based industries. 

8. Publication of statistics relating to mineral production 
in India, mineral stocks, exports, local consumption, etc,, 
rendering assistance to the mineral trade In the marketng 
of minerals. 

9. Advising the Government on matters in regard to the 
mineral industry particularly on planning for exploitation and 
utilisation of the country’s mineral resources and those of the 
sea, infrastructural requirements, environmental protection and 
pollution control, export and import policies, trade, mineral 
legislation, wages, taxes, royalty and related matters.

Constitution of the Advisory Committee for the Regional 
Engineering Colleges 

F. No. 13011/5/79-T.4. — An Advisory Committee was 
constituted by the Central Government vide this Ministry’s 
Notification No. F. 37-15/76-T. . dated 23 November 1976 
to advise the Union Education Minister and to lay down 
i uitioiines on all policy matters for the development of the 
Regional Engineering Colleges. The Advisory Committee was 
constituted on the recommendations of the All India Council 
for Technical Education made its meeting in May 1976. 

2. Subsequently, it was observed that with the present 
constitution of the Committee, all the 15 Regional Engineer- 
ing Colleges were not represented on the Committee at any 
point of time.
